24 Brokers May 


Lose Licenses 


N. Y. Studies Income Tax Re 
turns to Ascertain Status 
of Group 


NEW YORK, Jan. 9.—The 24 theater- 


ticket brokers who recently agreed to 
refrain from fighting the issue any 
longer after pleading guilty or being 


convicted of making false returns on 
their income taxes may be unable to 
renew their licenses, according to in- 
ferences made by Alexander McNulty, 
head of the State License Division. 

If this happens the result will be that 
these brokers will be forced to abandon 
their brokerage businesses entirely as 
result of the activities of the Division 
of Licenses in the Department of Labor 
Officials of this branch expect to ques- 
tion the right of the brokers to receive 
renewals, even tho the prosecution wa 
federal. The outcome will be known 
next week upon the return of Robert 
Moses, Secretary of State, who has the 
final say. Nathan Lieberman, who is 
the legal representative of about 15 of 
the brokers, is not alarmed by this de- 
velopment. He filed an application for 
the renewal of licenses some time back 
and is confident that the brokers will 
receive these next week. 

In discussing the situation, McNulty 
explained: “Conviction under federa! 
statutes is an offense of which we must 
take cognizance Of course, we mus! 
first be sure that moral turpitude 
involved and that conviction was 1 
s‘mply on a technicality. The broke 
it has been pointed out, may have ber 
just blindly following so-called 
advice.” 

The Division of Licenses, according to

report, is ready to take advantage of 
United States Attorney Tuttle's inquiry 
to put a stop to ticket gouging by

Moving from the vast Century to the 
still - not - very - intimate Cosmopolitan 
Theater, Max Reinhardt’s troupe con- 
tinues its German-tongued repertoire for 
the four remaining plays which are less 
of a spectacle nature. They do not 
promise to be as exhilarating entertain- 
ment for our native audiences as the 
earlier productions, enhanced with mobs, 
tableaux and ballets, but they are plays 
of worldly dramatic importance that are 
worthy of attendance. 

Peripherie, the first of the new series, 
has caused no little sensation in Berlin 
and Vienna. It is new to New York, but 
not to this country, for a translation of 
it under the title of The Ragged Edge 
was done in Chicago last season. Excep- 
tion was generally taken to the produc- 
tion there and it was hustled quickly 
from view. It is to be suspected that 
the current Reinhardt production does 
little better justice to the original as it 
was presented under the direct eye of 
Langer, its author, in his home town of 
Pracue. At any rate, it is much softer 
in this compromising and slightly bur- 
lesque version than has been reported 
its horror-run, tragi-comic, choking pro- 
totype 

Based mainly on the psychology of the 
undetected murderer’s impulse to shout 
confession of his crime from the roof- 
tops, the piece seems thin and repeti- 
tious in being spread out over the 11 
scenes that have now had the hardness 
of many of their conflicting emotions 
filed down. It remains the episodic path 
of a criminal who can get nobody to 
believe that he has committed a killing, 
trace of which he has too carefully cov- 
ered, and since has been inflicted with 
his own conscience. The present version 
ends with exoneration thru a mock trial 
before a crazy ex-judge who has sunk 
to the ragged edge of Prarcue’s outcasts 
In the original only another murder 
served to free Franzi’s soul, a murder 
in which the victim volunteered life to 
Franzi’s mania and allowed him the 
peace of prison for his sins. Ghastly 


perhaps, but making for a far stronger 
play! 

The playing by Reinhardt’s cast is 
overexpressive and broad in the manner 
of caricature, probably in fear that 
otherwise much might be lost to local 
audiences, but in the process the play 
is lost too. Hermann Thimig fills the 
role of Franzi satisfactorily enough in 
the vein of this direction.. Dagny Ser- 
vaes, as his street-walker partner, seems 
miscast in whatever light the production 
is intended, but does all she can to make 
something out of what is, for her at 
least, an outward possibility. Wladimir 
Sokoloff makes the greatest impression 
on the audience with his characteriza- 
tion of the maniacal judge Hans 
Thimig. Paul Hartmann and Arnold 
Korff fill the remaining three principal 
parts in the exaggerated manner that 
they have apparently been instructed to 
give. Jenke, Laubert, Biegler, Schilling, 
Wallburg, Kreutzberg and Moser com- 
plete the cast with minor bits. The 
staging and method of setting the pro- 
duction is interesting and, in several ef- 
fects, most original.

Altho com- 
parisons are odious, the kindest word 
and nearest approach to praise that may 
be accorded it would read: It is the best 
piece that has played Daly’s at least 
since last August. 

Red Dust is, generally speaking, of the 
Rain school. Lots of heat, atmospheri- 
cally and vocally; tornadoes, he-men, 
snakes-in-the-grass, good gal gone 
wrong and a nice slice of hokum ground 
into a powder that’s been generously 
sprinkled over the whole affair. Now 
and then exciting, a noisy and alarming 
pistol shot and long stretches of talk 
as monotonous as the arid weather in 
the play. Of course, a murder, a love 
affair, a frustration and the salvation of 
the naughty girl in the end. In other 
words, all the old stunts, situation lines 
and business, resulting in a pretty fair 
rewrite job. 

At that, Sydney Shields gets a little 
chance, now and then, to show her stuff. 
She works along o. k. on the whole, but 
doesn’t save the piece or her part by a 
long shot. She could be better in her 
“big” moments, too. Leo Curley is the 
most plausible person on the stage and 
carries his role well. He is better than 
the others and gives no reason for other 
than favorable comment. Leonore 
Meyrick-Sorsby is competent, Curtis 
Cooksey registers, and there is some 
clicking by Reo Suga and Leonard 
Mudie. Jerome Collamore is satisfactory.

Fred Berrens 
(AND HIS AVIATORS) 


Reviewed at For’s Academy New 
York, Monday afternoon, January 2 
Style—Jazz orchestra and revue Set- 


ting—Full stage with scrim and movie 
sereen. Time—Twenty-siz minutes 


This new act of Fred Berrens is a wow! 
It had beauty, color, lively syncopation, 
and novelty. Opening with an airplane 
doing daring evolutions in motion pic- 
ture, the film photo dissolved with col- 
ored lights into a cloud-effect scrim, 
thru which the revolving propeller of a 
prop plane was first discerned, and then 
Berrens and his aviators perched on & 
giant monoplane To the accompani- 
ment of soft, quick, rhythmic orchestra 
music of the aviators, the scrim ascended 
into the flies, and there on the stage, in 
khaki uniforms of U. S. Army fliers, were 
revealed Berrens and 16 musicians. The 
first crash of brass, drums and stringed 
instruments was followed by an amusing 
tilt between Berrens and a tall member 
of the troupe as to who is the pilot of 
the airship, the long one winning by 
threat of superior force. A trio stepped 
off the airplane to sing an aviator’s song 
which identified them as “Lindbergh, 
Chamberlain and Levine”. Berrens’ pi- 
anola novelty was interesting, but ran 
too long. Berrens’ catch line, “I hope 
you like it,” also failed. A pretty girl 
in an aviatrix costume who announced 
herself as Irene Taylor sang the Avia- 
tion Blues in a manner that got the 
whole audience up in the air. With 
slight improvement this act will be one 
of the best. 1. = 


Raymond and Geneva 


Reviewed Monday afternoon, January 
2, at Keith-Albee’s Chester Theater, New 
York. Style—Novelty juggling. Set- 
ting—In full stage (special). Time—Ten 
minutes. 

This mixed team, billed as the Erpo- 
nents of Unique Jugglery, present a fast- 
moving act of many novelties. The 
spotlight is on Geneva as the act opens, 
with her beating time on a drum with 
four balls to a tune played on the piano 
by Raymond. Raymond then offers an 
excellent bit in the act, playing two 
tunes at the piano while juggling a 
large floor lamp on his chin and a vase 
on his forehead. The audience evi- 
Genced approval of this feat. Another 
neat stunt offered by Raymond was the 
balancing of a lighted torch on the nose 
while cutting a beautiful design in a 
circular-shaped paper. At times the 
burning part of the torch came close to 
his face. Raymond is an excellent per- 
former and does some exceedingly diffi- 
cult stunts. He has good stage appear- 
ance, Greater effect would be obtained 
if he would speak in a louder tone when 
making announcements. Geneva assists 
Raymond in several of the stunts and 


herself does several, receiving a fair 
hand. T t that went over best at 
this perf ce was the one offered by 
Raymond rgling six balls he ef- 
fected of a horse walking 
up ad late at night.

A complete laboratory and workshop 
will be placed at the disposal of the 
students, equipped with cutting ma- 
chines, tools, work benches, etc. 

The Institute is also planning to build 
up a library with a collection of all im- 
portant works dealing with the theater 
and allied subjects.

NEW YORK, Jan. 7.—A gigantic ra- 
dio-movie tieup, embracing also the re-

IN REPLY to several queries regarding 
the relationship of apprentice and ful 
card out-of-town membership, the gen- 
eral office makes the following statement: 
“Apprentices properly obligated into a 
local union and duly registered with the 
general office shall, within the jurisdic- 
tion of the local union of which they are 
members, take preference over outside 
members in the matter of employment 
privileges. 

“Registered apprentices are carried on 
the roll at the general offices, and per 
capita tax is paid on their membership 
at the same rate as for regular members 
of the local unions. The law permits the 
travel privilege to accrue from the 
of such registration in the general office, 
and, so far as the International Alliance 
is concerned, they are subject only to 
the restrictions imposed by the laws of 
the local union of which they may be 
members. 

“Apprentices not registered in the gen- 
eral office and on whose membership no 
per capita tax is being paid, cannot, of 
course, take preference over full-card 
members of any local 

“In other words, an outside full-card 
man would be entitled to preference in

unions, 


the matter of employment over non- 
registered apprentices who are not pay- 
ing full dues and simply paying a nomi- 


nal amount to the local union for the 
privilege of being permitted employment 
within the local’s jurisdiction 

“It is suggested, however, that all ap- 
prentices be registered in the general 
office and per capita tax paid, for it 
appear only reasonable to assume that if 
a local union considers one worthy of 
being extended working privileges, a full 
measure of protection should be ac- 
corded.” =

The difference in his handling of 
crowds from American methods is not 
only in artistic expression, in which he 


excels, but in the system required for 
the simplest methods for bringing out 
that expression—in which American di- 
rection excels. To American actors the 
handling of crowds Reinhardt’s ree 
hearsals is chaotic, inordinately slow, 
almost naively conducted, with tremen- 
dously useless waste of time in a busi- 
ness noted for its waste of time. It is 
true that the American method does not 
always achieve results, and 
the end may justify the means, but from 
the actor's standpoint much is to be 
desired.

Dr. Hock had to struggle with quite 
a few American actors who do not un- 
derstand German. Because of this, there- 
fore, more than ever, should the method 
have been simple and direct. During 
whole scenes not a cue is written down 
for the crowds, and only upon sugges- 
tion by an “extra” were copies-‘of the 
French words of the Marseillaise typed 
and distributed. At first Dr. Hock asked 
the hundred odd extras to repeat the 
words after him several times in French. 
To the suggestion to type them he dep- 
recated: “What good will that do—it 
is in a foreign language!” 

It so happens that many of the extras 
are cultured people—girls fresh from 
college—remittance men from Germany 
seeking here white-collar jobs—and these 
speak French, but even those who do not 


can learn it as they did eeny, meeny, 
miny, mo. The writer has played in 


Hindustanee, a part which she learned 
by rote.
